The undersigned explained to the Examiner that the '768 patent does not perform the same 
kind of matching as is described in the present application and therefore when used in 
combination with the other references does not establish a prima facie case for obviousness. 

Nevertheless, the undersigned agreed to amend the claims to clarify that they are directed 
to an invention that analyzes a job seeker's qualifications in view of qualifications listed by a 
potential employer as being necessary or desirable for a particular job opening.
